Parents 
shocked 
by school 
failings 

AN upper school has been told it must 
urgently improve after it was rated inad¬ 
equate by an education watchdog. 

Manshead School in Dunstable Road, 
Caddington, received a damning report 
from Ofsted inspectors this week after 
they visited the school on Remembrance 
Day last year. 

According to the regulator, safeguard¬ 
ing at the school was ‘not effective’, 
tasks in lessons were often ‘too easy’ or 
not explained well enough, and some 
teachers didn’t have enough knowledge 
of their subject to ensure students 
achieved high grades. 

One parent, who asked to remain 
anonymous, told Luton on Sunday. “My 
kid goes there and I am just disgusted. I 
would consider taking them out but I 
haven’t got many options where I live. I 
couldn’t put them in a school where they 
don’t know anyone. I just want it to get 
to the standard it should be at so I don’t 
have to pull them out.” 

The report also said teaching in key 
subjects such as English and science 
was of a poor standard and there were 
wide gaps between the achievement of 
disadvantaged pupils and disabled pupils 
and their peers. 

In 2014 Manshead School changed its 
age range to take pupils aged between 
11 and 18 rather than 13 - a decision 
which some parents think was a mis¬ 
take. 

A parent said: “It gave us no choice but 
to put our children into their school 
which was already underperforming. It 
was clearly never a good idea to take on 
two extra schooling years.” 

Headteacher Jim Parker said: “We are 
very disappointed with the outcome of 
the inspection. The school’s leadership 
team and governors have known the out¬ 
come of the inspection for a number of 
weeks and have already implemented a 
robust action plan to address the points 
Ofsted has raised. 

“We understand that this judgement 
will be of concern to parents and we will 
be keeping them informed of the rapid 
progress that we expect to make.”

Bid for law 
partnership 
sparks probe

FORMAL complaints have been 
made that the head of a council 
legal department's firm bidding 
to run a shared service could 
constitute a conflict of interest. 

The interim head of legal at 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
(CBC), Quentin Baker, is also a 
founding director of a law firm 
which the council has confirmed 
is the preferred bidder for a shared 
legal services partnership. 

In December plans to pool legal 
services with other local authori¬ 
ties were announced as part of 
cost-cutting measures. But the 
executive unanimously voted to 
allow the director of corporate 
services to sign off and agree the 
exact terms of the shared legal 
services agreement without coun¬ 
cillors’ approval. 

In a shock u-turn on Tuesday, 
councillors voted through pro¬ 
posals for the executive to approve 
the appointment of a successful 
bidder to enter into a legal part¬ 
nership with the council. 

Councillor Adam Zerny, who 


pointed out in December there is 
a ‘real risk’ the authority could 
one day find itself in a legal dis¬ 
pute with the local authorities 
involved, said: “I am pleased the 
appropriate steps are being taken 
to ensure these very serious con¬ 
cerns are investigated. It is vital 
the public can be confident the 
tendering process has been 
impartial.” 

The National Audit Office con¬ 
firmed it had received a complaint 
about the issue and had passed 
information on to auditors Ernst 
and Young. A spokeswoman for 
Ernst and Young said: “We have 
recently been made aware of this 
matter and will take such steps as 
is considered appropriate, as part 
of the 2015-2016 external audit of 
Central Bedfordshire Council.” 

Quentin Baker works for the 
Local Government Shared 
Service, which is jointly owned by 
Northamptonshire and 

Cambridgeshire county councils. 

A spokeswoman for CBC said: 
“While we have been working 
with Quentin Baker as our interim 
head of legal, he was not involved 
in the selection process for the 
shared service provider.”

KEECH Hospice has 
been named Luton 
Airport’s new charity 
partner for the next 
two years. 

The hospice was cho¬ 
sen following a public 
vote in which it received 
the support of more 
than 12,000 people, 
including singer Jamie 
Cullum, McBusted’s 
Harry Judd, golfer Ian 
Poulter and chef Marco 
Pierre White. 

The two-year partner¬ 
ship will aim to raise 
£50,000 to help Keech 
care for both children 
and adults across 
Bedfordshire, 
Hertfordshire and 
Milton Keynes. 

Airport staff are said 
to be already planning 
world record attempts, 
pop-up stores in the 
terminal and a fire walk 
to meet the target. 

Liz Searle, acting CEO 
of Keech, said: “We’re 
thrilled and thank eve¬ 
ryone who got behind 
us and voted. Keech 
needs £14,000 a day to 
keep the hospice run¬ 
ning and continue the 
great work it does for 
the community.

The rogue donor advertis¬ 
es his so-called ‘magic 
potion’ on Facebook and 
other internet selling sites, 
and at just £50 a pot Simon 
has a constant stream of 
business - and babies. 

Dad-of-three Simon, from 
Luton, said: “My friends and 
family know everything 
about what I do, I’ve got no 
secrets.” 

Simon has two sons aged 
19 and 17 from his first mar¬ 
riage and a 10-year-old 
daughter from his second 
marriage. 

He has recently broken up 
with his girlfriend of three 
years due to pressures of the 
job. 

He said: “She was fed up 
with what I do. 

“I’m always running off 
here and there to donate, so 
it must have got on her 
nerves. 

“I became a sperm donor 
after my first marriage 
broke down -1 knew I want¬ 
ed more kids, so that’s why I 
started. 

“My second wife knew I 
did it, and I was never going 


to stop doing it - I think she 
accepted it. 

“I’ve been donating for a 
long time now - I used to go 
through sperm banks, but 
doing it myself is much 
more convenient for me. 

“I generally advertise on 
Facebook - it’s the way for¬ 
ward. 

“You can see what people 


are like on their profile, it’s 
quite a safe way to do 
things.” 

Simon, who used to run 
his parents’ aromatherapy 
business before becoming a 
full-time sperm donor, 
takes good care of himself 
and gets tested regularly to 
prove he has a clean bill of 
health.

Studies suggest that with traditional therapies 
about 50% of people with frozen 
shoulder continue to experience symptoms up 
to seven years after the condition starts...

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Life sentence for 
stabbing ex-wife

A MAN who stabbed 
his ex-wife and her 
new partner has 
been jailed for life 
after being convict¬ 
ed of two counts of 
attempted murder. 

Fatmir Mula, 39, of 
Low Avenue, 

Newham in London, 
was also found guilty 
of possessing an 
offensive weapon 
following the attack 
on Elena Melnyk and 
Nicholas White on 
July 12 last year. 

Luton Crown Court 
heard how Mula had 
always told Elena, as 
their marriage was 
falling apart, that he 
would kill her if she 
left him. 

The attack took 
place at the Purple 
Contact Centre in 
Rothsay Road, which 
is used to facilitate 
contact between 
families where rela¬ 
tionships between 
couples have broken 
down. 

The jury was told 
both Mula and Elena 
were due at the cen¬ 


tre that afternoon. 

However, Mula sud¬ 
denly appeared in 
the doorway and the 
centre’s manager 
ushered all the par¬ 
ties out into the cor¬ 
ridor, where they 
went into a kitchen 
area. 

There, he suddenly 
produced a kitchen 
knife from a ruck¬ 
sack he had with him 
and then attacked 


the couple. 

The prosecutor told 
the court that Mr 
White managed to 
push his partner out 
of the way after she 
had been stabbed 
once in her armpit, 
but the defendant 
then turned his 
attention towards 
him, stabbing him 
twice in the chest 
and once in the neck. 

As a result, he suf¬ 


fered a lacerated liver 
and deflated lung 
and, after being 
rushed to the Luton 
and Dunstable 
Hospital, had to be 
airlifted to 

Addenbrookes’ 
Hospital in 

Cambridge. 

Mula then made off 
from the centre by 
climbing out of a 
window, but was 
arrested the follow¬ 
ing day. 

Passing sentence, 
Judge Richard Foster 
told him: “The very 
facts of this case lead 
me to conclude that 
you pose a signifi¬ 
cant risk of inflicting 
serious harm on oth¬ 
ers, in particular 
future partners.” 

Mula will serve a 
minimum of 11 years 
before he can be con¬ 
sidered for parole. 

In her statement 
read out in court, 
Elena said: “I know if 
he comes out he will 
be looking for me 
and finish what he 
started. 

“That burden will 
be with me for the 
rest of my life.” 


CCTV picks up crime wave 


RAPE, manslaughter and a 
sexual assault are some of the 
incidents picked up by CCTV 
cameras in Dunstable in recent 
months, it has been revealed. 

A breakdown of recorded 
incidents from July 1 to 
September 31 last year also 
show there were two instanc¬ 
es of people being spotted 
with guns. 

The data was published in a 
council document for the 
Dunstable Joint Committee 


meeting on Thursday. 

The update came from foot¬ 
age recorded from the CCTV 
control room in Watling House, 
Dunstable. 

The rape incident took place 
at 5am on July 3 in Grove 
Gardens. Both the victim and 
suspect are said to have come 
from the Club Cookies night¬ 
club. In the manslaughter inci¬ 
dent a man was attacked by 
four assailants on August 23 in 
Court Drive. He died from his 


injuries in hospital. 

In total 76 incidents were 
recorded and 28 arrests made 
as a result of the footage. 

The report also noted that 
driving offences and anti¬ 
social behaviour ‘continued to 
be a problem’ at the skate 
park and Grove Theatre car 
park. 

A Central Bedfordshire 
spokeswoman said there was 
a ‘multi-agency approach’ in 
place to tackle the problem.

It is also believed the long-neglected station 
could have an impact on the ambitions of the 
town. 

Simon Barrow, 58, who used to commute into 
London from his home in Luton until last year 
said: “It doesn’t look great, there are no real 
facilities there and no disabled access. 

“If Luton Town moves to Power Court as is the 
plan we’re going to want to encourage people 
to use the train station, but in its current state 
who would want to? It needs tearing down and 
rebuilding. 

“It’s a chance to help change the unfair 
negative reputation the town has.” 

Bob Graham, a trustee of the Disability 
Resource Centre, based in Dunstable, said: 
“Luton Station needs a lot doing to it to make it 
suitable for disabled people. Getting from one 
platform to another quickly is almost impossi¬ 
ble and some platforms are inaccessible to 
disabled people. The facility is suitable for 
able-bodied people to use and the disabled are 
an afterthought, but it shouldn’t be that way.” 

A spokesman for Thameslink, the main ser¬ 
vice provider at the station, said: “No-one is 
more keen than Thameslink to see Luton 
Station get the improvements it deserves. 

“We have been liaising with Network Rail on 
this and have supported the community’s 
aspirations further by bidding for additional 
funds from the Department for Transport.” 

A spokeswoman for Network Rail said: “We 
support Luton’s desire to improve its railway 
station and we are working with our railway 
and Government partners on funding and 
potential options for change.”

Strike doctors’ fear 
for a ‘weaker NHS’

JUNIOR doctors went on strike this week 
over a contract dispute with the government. 

Some appointments at the Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital had to be rescheduled on 
Tuesday following the walkout but most of 
surgical produces were unaffected. 

Dr Abu Abioye, a junior doctor at the L&D, 
said he and his colleagues had taken action 
because they felt the contract offer was ‘com¬ 
pletely unsafe and unfair’. 

Talks between the ministers and the doctors 


broke down in 2014 but the dispute escalated 
last summer after the British Medical 
Association said it felt safeguards on excessive 
working hours were being weakened. 

Dr Abioye added: “We are not looking for 
more money - we do not like the idea that our 
value is not being recognised. Many doctors 
are going to other countries were they feel 
more valued so in the end it means that we are 
going to have a weaker NHS.” 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt said the gov¬ 
ernment’s priority was ‘patient safety and 
making sure that the NHS delivers high-qual¬ 
ity care seven days week’.

Fresh appeal for 
crash witnesses

THREE potential witnesses are sought to the 
fatal crash in Fancott at the start of December.

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Trader facing prison

A MARKET trader has been told he faces a 
substantial period in prison after he pleaded 
guilty to selling counterfeit DVDs and CDs, 
earning him up to £1 million. 

Andrew Thornton, 33, of Ibsen Walk, Corby, 
Northamptonshire, pleaded guilty to run¬ 
ning a fraudulent business on Bovingdon 
Market in Hertfordshire between 1 September 
2011 and 30 June 2014. 

A raid had been carried out on 25 July 2012 at 
Waleys Close in Luton, where Thornton was 
living at the time. 

Further raids were conducted at Penhill in 


Luton and a commercial storage unit in Porz 
Avenue, Dunstable. 

Prosecutor Andrew Johnson did not open 
the case at St Albans Crown Court on Monday, 
but he told Judge Marie Catterson that the 
estimated profit generated by Thornton from 
his illicit activities is believed to be in excess 
of £1 million. 

Alex Britton, defending Thornton, asked for 
a pre-sentence report to be prepared. 

Judge Catterson agreed that the report 
should be prepared. 

She also warned Thornton that: “It is very 
likely that you will be sentenced to a substan¬ 
tial period of custody.” 

Thornton’s sentencing has been set for 
February 12.

S TREET drinking is 

a problem which affects 
many towns in the 
UK and Luton is no 
exception. 

From groups drinking at all 
hours in places such as St 
George’s Square to the anti¬ 
social behaviour associated 
with such issues, it is a prob¬ 
lem which negatively affects 
businesses and residents. 

Last month a report pub¬ 
lished by Luton Borough 
Council identified 242 people 
said to be ‘engaging in street 
culture activities’, which 
include street drinking, beg¬ 
ging and rough sleeping. 

The figures came from a 
study in 2014/15 by the Luton 
Drug and Alcohol 
Partnership. It was sparked 
by an increase in street drink¬ 
ing around the town, includ¬ 
ing what locals described as a 
‘24-hour drinking camp’ 
which sprang up in Vicarage 
Street in 2014. 

The council says it is taking 
steps to tackle the problem. 

Tim Archbold, programme 
manager for drugs and alco¬ 
hol, explained: “We found 
that 163 of the people identi¬ 
fied were known to the NOAH 
charity as they had complex 
issues. 

“The remaining people 
tended to be Eastern 
Europeans doing zero-hour 
contracts and instead of going 
home after work they would 
be going to the town centre 
for a drink but claiming not to 
have a problem with alcohol. 

“They were drinking strong 
alcohol and there was also an 
issue with drugs. We were 



also able to identify the hot¬ 
spot areas where they bought 
the alcohol.” 

The council’s ability to iden¬ 
tify hotspot areas has helped 
officers do things like grant¬ 
ing alcohol licences with con¬ 
ditions stop stores from sell¬ 
ing alcohol above a certain 
strength. 

Mr Archbold added: “What 
we are now proposing is a 
package of measures and they 
have to be implemented in 
partnership, so we’re talking 
things like having an out¬ 
reach team. 

“We are also introducing a 
new service so we can have a 
helicopter view of the treat¬ 


ment and make sure there are 
no blockages in the system.” 

Since the study began Mr 
Archbold said the number of 
street drinking complaints 
received by the council has 
gone down. This decline has 
been noticed by businesses. 

Bashir Dalvi, manager at the 
Galaxy Centre, said: “It has 
got better and we do not see 
as many as we did in the past 
but you have try to make sure 
the local shops do not sell 
their alcohol to people they 
know are street drinkers. 

“But it is hard because it is 
their business and they have 
to make money.”

YMCA Bedfordshire has 
converted the Midland 
House office block which 
previously had been ear¬ 
marked for student flats. 

Councillor Tom Shaw said 
the town’s night shelter was 
‘full every night of the week’ 
and more accommodation 
was needed for single people 
and families. 

He said: “There is a plan¬ 
ning condition on the hostel 
that says it has to be for Luton 
people. 


“There is a need in the 
town, no doubt. We have all 
sorts of similar organisations 
already and they are nearly 
full all the time. 

“As long as they can work 
with the other organisations 
we will have no problem with 
it at all.” 

Last August the YMCA said 
it hoped the new hostel 
would help tackle the prob¬ 
lem of ‘roughsleeping and 
sofa surfing’ by people with 
nowhere to stay.

Monastery 
lends name 
to town area 


Howard Chandler looks at the town’s French 
connections... 

The Farley Hill Estate road names take us 
right back to the 12th century. King Henry II 
of England ruled provinces in France and in 
1156 he set out to visit his French territory. 

After a winter channel crossing to Wissant 
he faced a long ride to his destination St 
Omer, but just four miles from the coast he 
arrived at a monastery in St Inglevert. 

On his arrival at St Omer he granted land at 
Farley to the brethren of St Ingelvert for a 
hospital, on condition that they prayed for his 
soul and those of his ancestors. Santingfield 
(North and South) comes from St Ingelvert. 

The hospital was built, on land now occu¬ 
pied by houses in Homestead Way, and sur¬ 
vived for over 400 years. 

The area of Stockwood was known as 
Wyperley in medieval times, spelt in various 
ways in different documents. 

The modern spelling of Whipperley was 
used for the ‘Way’ and ‘Ring’.

Richard said: “We feel like our perfor¬ 
mances are available and relevant to 
everyone, some people just need a 
reminder that we’re here. For the last 
two seasons we’ve seen an increase in 
the number of young people coming 
along to our shows.” 


“It’s hard to engage people in classi¬ 
cal music, but I feel we’re doing well 
and we feel this will keep improving if 
we keep putting on high quality events.” 

He added: “Alan is really quite pas¬ 
sionate about music and we’re really 
looking forward to hearing him talk. 

“We also hope that Alan coming will 
bring some unfamiliar faces through the 
door.”

IF YOU’RE about to put your 
property on the market then it 
looks set to be the best time to do 
it, according to the latest 
research by the Halifax. 

Its figures suggest that buyers 
outnumber sellers and it’s 
driving up prices across the UK 
as supply is outstripped by 
demand. The situation is worse 
in the south, and Greater 
London saw the biggest fall in 
house sales during the first eight 
months of 2015 (down 14 per 
cent) compared to the same 
period the previous year. 

But Salford experienced the 
biggest rise, up 23 per cent, 
possibly benefiting from the 
defection of the BBC and other 
broadcasters to its waterfront 
MediaCityUK development. 

Pontefract in West Yorkshire 
is another property hotspot, 
where house sales have risen by 
20 per cent. In fact, all 10 towns 
with the biggest sales hikes are 
outside southern England. 

Market Rasen in Lincolnshire 
had the biggest fall in sales - a 30 
per cent drop, and bank bosses 


are attributing the turnaround 
to a shortage of properties as 
well as rising house prices in 
southern regions. 

The number of home sales 
across the country were 8 per 
cent lower than in the same 
period in 2014, according to the 
research based on Land Registry 
figures. Most towns (82 per cent) 
had a fall in sales - in stark 
contrast to 2014 when nearly all 
of them (97 per cent) had sales 
increase. 


However, those areas which 
fared worst didn’t necessarily 
have a drop off in prices, with 
average cost of homes in the 
capital increasing by £55,095. 

Craig McKinlay, mortgages 
director at Halifax, said: “There 
remain substantial local 
variations in housing activity 
with a small number of towns 
recording significant increases. 
These towns are largely in the 
north and are where prices are 
relatively low.” 


200 homes a day trip over £1m mark 



LONDONERS might own 
swanky homes, but the crazy 
housing market is now creating 
property millionaires all over 
the country 

The East of England and 
Yorkshire and The Humber had 
the largest rise in the sale of 
million-pound properties last 
year, up 28 per cent and 24 per 
cent respectively, according to 
new figures. 

The capital’s continued 
gentrification means that more 
than one in 10 London homes are 
now worth more than six figures. 
The London boroughs with the 
newest millionaires are in 
Barking and Dagenham, 
Newham, Waltham Forest, and 
Redbridge, which were once 
unloved parts of the city. 
However, the ripple-out effect of 
surging prices in other 
already-expensive parts of 
London, along with the Olympic 
effect, have pushed property 
values to record highs. 

At the other end of the 


spectrum, Wales has the fewest 
million pound properties in 
Britain with only 1,404 —despite, 
a significant 11 per cent rise 
since last January. Scotland was 
the only region to see a fall in 
the number of million pound 
homes in 2015, dropping 4.5 per 
cent to below 9,000. 

The research, by property 
portal Zoopla, shows that 75,796 
new British property 
millionaires were created in 2015 
- that’s a staggering 200 per day. 


This 14 per cent rise takes the 
total to 622,939, and means 2.2 
per cent of all homeowners have 
a property worth £1 million or 
more. This three-bedroom 
townhouse in central Bath 
(above) a year ago would have 
fetched between £925,000 and 
£950,000 according to its agent 
Savills.

Citroen C4 

Take a look inside... 


The Citroen G4 works smarter 
rather than harder this time 
round, with a styling refresh, 
some super-economical engines 
slotted into the range and an 
interior that nudges its way quite 
markedly upmarket. If you’re not 
afraid of thinking outside the box 
a little, this is a car that earns an 
easy recommendation. 

Citroen has introduced some 
innovative three-cylinder 1.2-litre 
petrol engines that wear a 
PureTech badge. The fastest of 
these offers 130PS, skittling the 
C4 to 62mph from rest in just 
10.8 seconds, which is quicker 
than the 1.6-litre BlueHDi 100 
diesel alternative. The Puretech 
130 unit will keep at it until it 
runs out of answers at 124mph, 
so despite buying a small engine, 
you’re certainly not choosing a 
weak one. 

There are also a trio of diesels 
that are well worth considering. 
The BlueHDi 100 and 120 en¬ 
gines with a capacity of 1.6-litres 
deliver maximum power of, 
respectively, 99PS at 3,750rpm 
and 120PS at 3,500rpm. The 
torque at 1,750rpm is 254Nm 
for the BlueHDi 100 manual unit 
and 300Nm for the BlueHDi 120 
S&S with a 6-speed manual ‘box. 
If that’s not enough, then there’s 
also a top-of the-range BlueHDi 


150 model variant to consider. 

The C4’s silhouette hasn’t 
changed at all with this update 
but some of the details certainly 
have. The most obvious changes 
are the headlight units that now 
comprise two 3D chrome- 
finish modules on a gloss black 
background with LEDs adding a 
distinct light signature. 

The car also features chrome 
chevrons connecting the head¬ 
lights and the ribbed bonnet curv¬ 
ing into the sides is a neat touch. 
Moving aft, there are revise rear 
lights again with the 3D effect. 

A few more splashes of chrome 
and some revised alloy wheels 
and additional colours (including 
Platinum Grey and Spirit Grey) 
give the C4 a sharper look. 

The introduction of the latest 
engines has helped to drive 
down the cost of ownership. The 
diesels are a case in point, with 
these engines drastically reducing 
nitrogen oxide (NOx) emissions 
as well as shaving another 4% 
from the C02 figure. 

Go petrol and you’ll probably 
enjoy the 130PS PureTech unit, 
which manages 58.9mpg and 
emits just I I Og/km. To put that in 
perspective, the old I I OPS 1.6-li- 
tre e-HDI engine in the C4 only 
did Ig/km better and was slower, 
heavier and noisier.

Fresh, exciting new 
face of English rugby 


FOLLOWING England's dis¬ 
astrous Rugby World Cup 
campaign, their fans were 
demanding change, and new 
head coach Eddie tones has 
obliged them with a new- 
look squad for this year's Six 
Nations. 

Some big names, like Tom 
Youngs, Geoff Parling and 
Tom Wood, have been jetti¬ 
soned and seven uncapped 
players have been called up 
into the 33-man group. 

Some of those call-ups were 
no-brainers - something 
would have been seriously 
wrong if Saracens’ Maro Itoje 
hadn’t been included - and 
some others took us by sur¬ 
prise. 

Northampton Saints prop 
Paul Hill has only made three 
starts in the Premiership, but 
Jones has clearly seen enough 
in the 20-year-old tighthead 
to decide his international 
bow can’t be held back. 

Hill’s performance against 
Leicester Tigers may have 



made his mind up, and not 
just for the try he had disal¬ 
lowed after a brilliant 
50-metre run. 

Just when I thought I’d seen 
one of the greatest tries ever 
scored by a prop, Wayne 
Barnes spoiled the fun by 
harshly penalising Wood for a 
high tackle in the build-up. 

He now looks set to be an 
under-study in the champi¬ 
onship to Dan Cole, a man 
who knows all about long- 
range scores as any Bedford 
Blues fan who witnessed his 
effort at Waterloo while he 
was on loan in 2006 will attest. 

A sure sign that Jones 


intends to start afresh is the 
selection of Ollie Devoto 
among the centres, ahead of 
experienced heads like Brad 
Barritt, Luther Burrell and 
Billy Twelvetrees, despite not 
being first-choice at Bath. 

We can only hope that there 
will now be a more coherent 
plan of attack through the 
middle for England after 
years of indecision. 

However, the fact that Henry 
Slade and Manu Tuilagi are 
still to return from injury sug¬ 
gests there may still be more 
changes to come, even though 
it’s about time Elliott Daly got 
a look in. 

The Wasps man has shown 
he has much more than a 
monstrous boot on him in the 
last couple of years and would 
have been the perfect alterna¬ 
tive for Jonathan Joseph at the 
World Cup. 

Sam Hill is yet another excit¬ 
ing back to come off the 
Exeter production line and, 
whisper it quietly, Jack 


Clifford could be the out-and- 
out openside England have 
been longing for since Neil 
Back retired. 

Josh Beaumont is the other 
new face; one of the first 
things that will probably be 
said should he get on the field 
is ‘he’s a bit quicker than his 
dad.’ He is. Very much so. 

Jones’ squad includes eight 
players from England’s 
Junior World Championship¬ 
winning teams of 2013 and 
2014, which is hopefully a sign 
of a special group of young 
players about to blossom. 

It’s encouraging that 
England are starting to pay 
more attention to what is 
coming through, rather than 
play it safe with their selec¬ 
tions, as they have so fre¬ 
quently in the past. 

It also gives Bedford fans the 
sight of three men who have 
played for the Blues - Cole, 
George Kruis and Owen 
Farrell - representing their 
country.

Lucky break for new boss

MAGNUS Okuonghae said that 
referee Andrew Madley admit¬ 
ted he’d made a mistake as he 
ruled out a Cambridge goal, 
which ensured new Luton boss 
Nathan Jones’ life as a manager 
began with a 0-0 draw. 

Hatters striker Paul Benson clat¬ 
tered Lewis Page as he delivered a 
cross to Ben Williamson but the 
official instantly blew his whistle 
for the foul even though the for¬ 
ward turned the ball in. 

Madley who had tried to allow 
attacking teams the advantage 
throughout, put his head in his 
hands for a split second as he 
knew the decision for the foul 
would have to stand, as 
Cambridge players protested in 
vain. 

“He actually said to me that he 
messed up,” said Okuonghae, 
who was one of Town’s standout 
performers, adding: “I said to 
him, ‘I hesitated because I heard 
the whistle,’ and he said, ‘all right, 
that makes me feel a bit better.’ 

“Hopefully he’s not too down 
about it. I thought he refereed the 
game quite well.” 


Alex Lawless admitted it was 
refreshing to see the referee’s 
reaction to the error, saying: “I 
think that was probably a better 
reaction because, on a human 
level, people can associate with it 
rather than if he just pretended 
that he hadn’t made a mistake. 
That infuriates people even more. 

“I’m sure Cambridge are going 
to be raging about it, but they can 
see it’s a human error and I think 
that was probably better to see 
than him just ignoring it. It’s just a 
shame for him.” 

It was a timely break for the 
Hatters as their attack continued 
to misfire - it’s now four games 
since Benson’s lOOth-minute 
winner against Exeter just before 
Christmas. Having Danny Green 
stretchered off, with the the crea¬ 
tivity he brings, was also a blow. 

Luton had largely restricted 
United to long range efforts on 
their way to a seventh shutout of 
the season. 

Lawless, who was deployed in 
the centre of midfield, said of 
Cambridge’s disallowed goal: 
“Rather than that being the goal 
that decides the game, we come 
away with a clean sheet, a point 
and we can build on that with a 
bit of confidence. It’s nice to get 
the rub of the green, for a change.”
